Chief Executive Makes It 
Clear He Expects Ad- 
ministrator and Wick- 
ard to Co-operate in 
Solving Problems.

WASHINGTON, March 26. — 
President Roosevelt, in explaining 
today an executive order putting 
Chester C. Davis of St. Louis in 
charge of wartime food production 
and distribution, said Davis’ estab- 
lishment would be autonomous 
within the Department of Agri- 

culture. 

The text of the order, made pub- 
lic today, stated that Davis would 
be directly responsible to the Pres- 
ident. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wick- 
ard, the President said, would 
have all of his old peacetime pow- 
ers. 

The President was subjected tu 
a barrage of questions at his press 
conference by 
clarification of yesterday’s White 
House announcement that Davis 
had been named head of a new 
Food Production and Distribution 
Administration. The announce- 
ment did not define what powers 
’ would be conferred on Davis. 

Expects Co-operation. 

THe executive order itself left 
several areas of jurisdiction unde- 
fined or overlapping. The Presi- 
dent made it clear that he expect- 
ed- Davis and Wickard to co-oper 
ate, and he mildly reprimanded a 
reporter who questioned him about 
the future of specific sections in 
the Department of Agriculture. 

The reporter, the President said, 
was trying to put down a detailed 
blueprint in place of co-operation. 
That sort of thing, he added, could 
not be done in this life. 

Wickard, the President said, 
would continue his membership on 
various war agencies, such as the 
Board. of Economic Warfare, the 
Combined Food Board of this coun- 
try and Great Britain, the Office 
of Economic Stabilization and the 
War Manpower Commission. 

Davis also will have membership 
on these boards, the President 
said, when necessary. 

Food Board Important. 

The Combined Food Board, the 
President continued, will become 
an increasingly important factor 
during the coming year, especially 
in the liberated areas. These 
areas, he said, would require food 
adjustments here and abroad for 
reasons of military and political 
strategy. Davis, he said, would 
work closely with this board, as 
well as with the War Department,

WASHINGTON, March 26.—John 
L. Lewis, president of the United 
Mine Workers, declared at a 
stormy session of the Senate’s 
Truman Committee today that the 
National War Labor Board had 
“thrown equity out of the win- 
dow,” in pursuance of a “paradoxi- 
cal” governmental policy which 
was asking the mine workers 
“patriotically to starve” while al- 
lowing great corporations to “run 
away with hundreds of millions of 

dollars.” 

Accused of “demagoguery, pure 
and simple,” by Senator Ball 
(Rep.), Minnesota, Lewis’ shot 
back: 

“When you call me a demagogue, 
I hurl] it back in your teeth, sir. I 
say that you are less than a proper 
representative of the people.” 

His assertion, Lewis said, was 


not that the miners were starving 
but that because of insufficient 
wages to meet the cost of living, 
they were suffering from serious 
deficiencies of diet. 

When Senator Truman (Dem.), 
Missouri, sharply rebuked the wit- 
ness for his attack on Ball, Lewis 
replied that he had spoken in re- 
sentment of the Senator’s labeling 
him a demagogue. 

Truman extended his rebuke to 
cover Ball for indulging in “per- 
sonalities.” 

“I want this sort of thing stopped 
right now,” said the chairman, ris- 
ing. “Leave personalities out.” 

The billing of the redoubtable 
Lewis by the committee had 
packed the large caucus room of 
the Senate Office Building, and 
*he audience was frequently on 
edge as Lewis matched wits with 
his examiners.

BILL 10 REDISTRICT 
WARDS PASSED BY 
ALDERMEN, 20 10 | 


Sponsors Describe Meas- 


ure as ‘Combining Ideal 
With Practical’—Mayor 
to Sign It. 


A ward redistricting bill, de- 
scribed by its sponsors as ‘“com- 
bining the ideal with the practical,” 
was passed today by the Board of 
Aldermen by a vote of 25 tol, It 
is the first redistricting of the 
city’s 28 wards since 1921. 

Action on the measure ca 
after several years of bickering 
over similar proposals, one of 
which was vetoed by Mayor Wil- 
liam Dee Becker last December 
after charges that it had been 
gerrymandered by political inter- 
ests. The approved bill is a com- 
promise between a “perfect” one 
drafted by the Board of Election 
Commissioners recently and the 
vetoed one, which had contained 
some pretzel-shaped ward boun- 
daries. 

Mayor Becker announced he 
would affix his signature in ap- 
proval of the adopted bill, which 
would not take effect for the April 
6 municipal] election, when Alder- 
men will be elected by wards, in- 
stead of city-wide vote, for the 
first time. 

Ward boundaries would be fairly 
straight under the new plan, with 
present lopsided ward registra- 
tions equalized. The range would 
be from 14,422 registrants in the 
new Twenty-seventh Ward to 16,- 
478 in the new Eighth. This com- 
pares with a present range from 
7161 in the Fifth Ward to 36,358 
in the Twenty-fourth. 

Lone dissenter at the board 
meeting today was Alderman John 
J. O’Connor of the Fourth Ward, 
once the riverfront stronghold of 
Jimmie Miller, former Democratic 
political boss. The designation of 
the Fourth, to O’Connor’s articu- 
late dismay, would be shifted to 
the central section of the city. 

While several other Aldermen 
expressed oral opposition to the 
bill during discussion on the floor, 
they finally voted for it. Alderman 
Charles E. Albanese of the Thir- 
teenth, Republican, who had fa- 
vored the vetoed “gerrymandered” 
bill, sought to have an amendment 
adopted that would give his ward

CINCINNATI, March 26 (AP).— 
Joe, Billy and Caroline Compton 
of nearby Greenhills sent their dog 
Prince off to war two months ago, 
as an enlistee in dogs-for-defense. 
They didn't miss him until the 
Army truck which called for him 
had turned the corner from their 
home. 

Weeks passed without word of 
Prince, . . . Worried, they wrote 
a letter, . 

Today they had a reply, the word 
“urgent” stamped in red on a 
franked envelope postmarked Fort 
Robinson, Neb. 

“Subject: Condition of your dog, 
Prince,” it began in strictest mili- 
tary manner: 

“1. We are happy to acknowledge 
your letter pertaining to the above- 
mentioned animal. 

“2. You, generous and patriotic 
owners who are making dogs-for- 
defense possible, can readily imag- 
ine that the present stage of 
emergency prohibits any highly 
personalized report on any of our 


splendid animals. 


“3. It is a pleasure, however, to 
tell you that your dog, Prince, is 
progressing rapidly and is being 
carefully schooled for sentry duty. 

“4. The reception center main- 
tains a staff of experienced veter- 
inarians who are taking the best 
care of your dog... . 

“5. As soonas your dog has com- 
pleted his training, he will be dis- 
patched under sealed orders to his 
permanent assignment. Prince is 
proving to be one of our best- 
trained military dogs. You will 
understand why the interest of 
military secrecy will be best served 
if further information is withheld 
from this point forward,

GERMANS RESUME 
HEAVY ASSAULTS 
UN DONETS FRONT 


Russians Beat Back At- 
tacks—Reds Advance 
in Smolensk Drive and 
in Caucasus. 


LONDON, March 26 (AP). — A 
Reuters news agency report from 
Stockholm tonight said Russian 
tanks had entered the center of 
Dorogobuzh, 50 miles east of Smo- 
lensk and 13 miles below the Mos- 
cowlVyazma-Smolensk railway.

MOSCOW, March 26 (AP).— 
Before ‘mounting German resist- 
ance, Red Army forces steadily 
pressed on in one sector of the 
central front today and halted to 
consolidate a new line in another, 
but the general pressure toward 
Smolensk was unslackened. 

On the northern Donets River 
battleground to the south, the Rus- 
sians fought bitterly against large 
units ‘of Nazis, the battle shifting 
this way and that in the Belgorod 
sector where, the noon communique 
said, Soviet troops recaptured over- 
night two settlements they had 
lost previously. Belgorod is 50 
miles north of Kharkov. 


German Tanks Repulsed. 

Russian artillery east of Khar- 
kov was reported to have smashed 
German tank and infantry columns 
making new attempts to cross to 
the eastern shore of the Donets. 

Soviet troops north of Chuguev, 
which is 22 miles southeast of 
Kharkov, successfully defended a 
height against a tank and mortar 
array supporting a Nazi infantry 
regiment in one sector and Rus- 
sian field guns in another sector 
killed more than 500 attacking 
Germans, it was announced.

Tunis Is Taken’ 
--Montgomery 


Eighth Army 
Ordered to ‘Drive 
Enemy Into Sea.’ 


LONDON, March 26 (AP).—On 
the eve of the battle now surg- 
ing along the Mareth line, Gen. 
Sir Bernard L, Montgomery sent a 


message to his Eighth Army troops 
declaring that the action about 
to begin would “mark the close of 
the campaign in North Africa,” 
Reuters news agency reported to- 
day. 

The text of Montgomery’s mes- 
sage, as reported by Reuters, fol- 
lows: 

“Field Marshal Rommel has ad- 
dressed his troops in the moun- 
tains overlooking our positions and 
said if they did not take Medenine 
and did not force the Eighth Army 
to withdraw then the days of the 
Axis forces in North Africa would 
be numbered. 

“We will now show Rommel he 
is right in the statement he made 
to his troops. The days of the 
Axis forces in North Africa are 
indeed numbered, 

“In the battle that is now to 
start the Eighth Army will destroy 
the enemy now facing us in the 
Mareth positions, will burst 
through the Gabes gap, will then 
drive northward to Sfax, to Sousse 
and finally to Tunis. 

“We will not stop nor let up un- 
til Tunis has been captured and 
the enemy has either given up the 
struggle or been pushed into the 
sea. 

“The operations now about to be- 
gin will mark the close of the 
campaign in North Africa. 

“Once the battle starts the eyes 
of the whole world will be on the 
Eighth Army and millions of peo- 
ple will listen to the wireless every 
day, anxiously hoping for good 
news,

Americans Held Up. 

Gen. Patton’s armored and in- 
fantry detachments maintained 
their threat from Guetaria Pass 
and through Maknassy against 
Rommel’s coastal corridor, but 
have been unable for 48 hours to 
drive forward. 

“There was little activity in the 
Gafsa and Maknassy sectors, where 
the enemy made local demonstra- 
tions, but no major attacks devel- 
oped,” the Allied communique said. 

In the Maknassy area the Amer- 
icans were in contact with Axis 
troops in two rugged passes of the 
Orbata range, five miles southeast 
of Maknassy and 10 miles south- 
east of Sened Station. 

Until the entrenched enemy is 
driven completely from the Orbata 
range, which flanks the Gafsa- 
Mahares railway for miles, and 
Axis pressure against Guetaria 
Pass, near the southwest edge of 
these hills, is broken, the Ameri- 
cans probably must fight a series 
of small, stubborn engagements.

British Gain in Mareth Area: 
Yanks Beat Off Attacks 


UNABLE 10 MOVE 

-ENQUGH GUNS AND 
TANKS OVER ROAD 
ACROSS CREEK BED 


English Lacked Means to 
Hold When Rommel 
Threw Strong Force of 
Armor and _ Infantry 
Against Them.

WITH THE BRITISH EIGHTH 
ARMY AT THE MARETH LINE, 
March 23 (Delayed) (AP).—The 
Germans, attacking a 100-yard road 
across the Wadi Zigzaou which was 
the lifeline of the British bridge- 


head through the Mareth fine, 
poured tanks and infantry into 
battle yesterday in such numbers 
that they closed this breach today 
after 24 hours of fierce fighting. 

Thus the British troops who had 
penetrated the Axis line came back 
across the “highway to hell” to dig 
in on the east side of the Wadi— 
the first time they had fallen back 
in their 1700-mile advance across 
Africa from Egypt. 

The “highway to hell” was a 
crude strip of rocks and -Lrushv'ood 
flung into the marshy land of the 
wadi—the almost dry river bed— 
by British engineers under artillery 
cover in their week-end attack 
against the Nai strongpoint. It 
became the thin line of communi- 
cation and supply across the wadi 
for the British, fighting grimly to 
maintain their gain. 

Under Point Blank Fire. 

For three days and nights’ the 
road was raked by machine-gun 
and cannon fire and was th: at 
point blank range of the German 
guns during the night the Eighth 
Army attacked the Mareth line. 
Everything that moved across it 
ran a gantlet of flying steel. 

Every time a shell ripped out a 
chunk of the road, men ru.hed 
out, braving death, to repair the 
damage. 

During those three days the Mar- 
eth line was first cracked and 
then broken, with the 100-yard 
road the only tenuous line over 
which men, tanks and supplies 
could move. 

Then the Germans attacked in 
force yesterday an closed the 
breach. 

The British managed to -end 
some tanks across the road to sup- 
port the infantry holding the 
bridgehead on the west bank of 
the wadi, but there were not 
enough anti-tank guns in position 
to hold the wave of 30 tanks the 
Germans sent in to support the 
Nazi infantry in the counterattack. 

The “highway to hell” was a bot- 
tleneck for tanks and guns. 

Stories of Valor. 

There were some stirring tales 
of courage in that furious bat- 
tle inside the Mareth line: Of one 
who stormed a concrete strong- 
hold in a red hail of machine-gun 
fire, of engineers who built the 
road, and of the troops who held 
out as long as they could against 
odds. 

An there were the chaplains— 
one was a Catholic, one a Baptist 
and one was of the Church of Eng- 
land. They went across the wadi 
with the troops to minister the 
wounded, bury the dead and cheer 
the fighting men. The dusty, tired- 
eyed little curate of Guisborough, 
Yorkshire, the Rev. Arthur Gar- 
butt, was one of them. 

“We carried the wounded from 
the battlefield onto the bank of 
the wadi,” he said, “and dug each 
man a slit trench to protect him 
from shell bursts. There was a 
regular curtain of shells falling into 
the wadi. 

“I helped bury the dead, dig 
graves and slit trenches and carry 
the wounded. You know, since 
joining the Army I've done a lot 
of peculiar things. 

‘Men Were Wonderful.’ 

“The men were wonderful. They 
lay uncomplaining in the §siit 
trenches for hours as the shells 
fell. One of them said drily, ‘just 
wait a minute and they'll be throw- 
ing their mess kits over.’ We 
wouldn’t have been surprised.” 

During the first two days and 
nights of fighting the British took 
some 800 German and Italian pris- 
oners. 

Hundreds of Italians cracked un- 
der the strain of the bombardment 
and machine-gun fire and surren- 
dered or deserted. In some cases it 
was reported the men in the ranks 
forced officers to surrender with 
them. 

One young Fascist officer wept 
in humiliation because his men 
laid down their arms and marched 
out of their concrete pillboxes. 

In the enemy counterattack 300 
Italians were in the spearhead of 
the move. When faced by heavy 
British fire they threw up their 
hands in surrender, but the Ger- 
mans behind them opened up on 
them with machine-guns. In an- 
other case the Germans shelled 
Italians who surrendered to the 
British.

Numerically superior Allied air 
forces pressed -their attacks yes- 
terday and established a _ record 
number of sorties in Central and 
Northern Tunisia. Fourteen enemy 
planes were officially announced as 
destroyed, while the Allies report- 
ed six of their own were missing. 

While German and Italian air- 
craft were chiefly thrown into ac- 
tions supporting ground troops, the 
Allied planes not only carrier 
out this practical assignment with 
overwhelming strength, but con- 
tinued to blast enemy harbors, 
landing fields, shipping and motor 
transports. 

Flying Fortresses sank a small 
ship at Sousse, damaged a large 
vessel and started large fires in 
the dock area. Lightnings shot up 
motor barges off the Tunisian’ 
Coast. 

Low-flying aircraft of the West- 
ern Desert Air Force renewed at- 
tacks on the enemy ‘armor along 
the Southern front. Pilots also re- 
ported 50 direct cannon shell hits 
on nine Nazi tanks.

Tons and tons of bombs have 
been dropped on the Axis forces 
and their concentrations of armor, 
and the battle depends mainly on 
how long the enemy can stand this 
punishment along with the blows 
dealth out on the ground.

UNIFORM SCHEDULE 
LIKELY EVENTUALLY 


McAfee Asserts Differen- 
tial Between Firms Is 
Not as Great as It Ap- 
pears to Be. 


Effects of Union Electric Co.’s 
purchase of its competitor, Laclede 
Power & Light Co., under a plan 
approved this week by the Missouri 
Public Service Commission will be 
watched closely by city and state 
authorities, 

In connection with the plan, 
which may not become effective 
until approved by the Securities 
and Exchange Commission, Union 
Electric Co, will submit monthly 
operating reports of the combined 
electric properties to the city De- 
partment of Public Utilities and 
the State Public Service Commis- 
sion. 

A feature of the plan is a dual 
rate schedule, provision being made 
for the 40,000 customers of the 
Laclede Power & Light system to 
continue, even after the merger, to 
enjoy somewhat lower rates than 
those of Union Electric. The regu- 
latory authorities will be interested 
in learning whether the merger 
should make possible a reduction 
of the rates paid by the 200,000 city 
customers of Union Electric rather 
than an eventual increase in the 
charges to the Laclede group. 

The Public Service Comission 
approved retention of the present 
Laclede rates on a temporary basis, 
subject to later full hearings on 
both rate schedules. 

It is expected that ultimately a 
uniform rate schedule applicable to 
all customers of the merged sys- 
tems will be ordered by the Public 
Service Commission. 


Comparison of Rates. 

At present the comparative rates, 
for given residential usage, are as 
follows: 

Kwh per month 40 100 #250 
Union Electric — $1.71 $3.13 $6.22 
Laclede Power— 1.43 2.85 5.70 

Evidence was placed before the 
Public Service Commission indi- 
cating that application of present 
Union Electric rates would increase 
the electric bills of the Laclede 
customers about $172,000 a year. 
Conversely, application of the pres- 
ent Laclede rates would result in 
a much larger reduction in the ag- 
gregate bills of Union Electric cus- 
tomers because there are s0 many 
more of them. 

The existing rate differential was 
a disturbing factor in the lengthy 
negotiations leading up to agree- 
ment on the ‘merger. Union Elec- 
tric management hesitated to in- 
crease rates for the Laclede group 
and at the same time wished to 
avoid the financial shock of revis- 
ing the larger company’s schedules 
down to the Laclede level. 

McAfee’s Comment. 

President J. Wesley McAfee of 
Union Electric said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today that 
the differential between Laclede 
and Union Electric rates actually 
Was not as much as it seemed. The 
quality of Union Electric service is 
superior, he asserted, and Union 
Electric pays on its present busi- 
ness, and will pay on its sales to 
the Laclede group, a municipal tax 
of 5 per cent of gross revenue. This 
tax is not paid by Laclede Power 
on all its business, the question of 
liability for the tax as to certain 
categories of business being in liti- 
gation. 

In the indefinite transition period 
in which the Public Service Com- 
mission's order allows the rate dif- 
ferential to continue, complete 
physical amalgamation of the 
properties will not be possible, Mc- 
Afee said. The full generating fa- 
cilities of the Union Electric system 
will not be immediately available 
to the Laclede lines; some parallel 
lines, each inadequate for full serv- 
ice, will be retained in operation 
because materials to replace them 
are not now available. 

Terms of the Public Service 
Commission’s approval imply that 
when the physical eonsolidation of 
the properties has been effected 
the question of a reasonable uni- 
form rate schedule will be re- 
opened. Presumably this would 
involve determination of rates re- 
quired to produce a reasonable re- 
turn on the fair value of the prop- 
erty devoted to supplying electric 
service to the people of St. Louis 
and adjacent areas where Union 
Electric operates. 

; Studies in Progress. 

Meanwhile, proceedings are un- 
der way by the Federal Power 
Commission which may affect fu- 
ture rates schedules of Union Elec- 
tric. One such procedure concerns 
an alleged write-up of approximate- 
ly 22 million dollars in the book 
value of Mississippi River. Power 
Co., Union Electric subsidiary op- 
erating the Keokuk hydro plant 
and transmission lines. The Pow- 
er Commission has held hearings 
and heard argument on a contem- 
plated order for elimination from 
the plant account of any amount it 
may find is not justified by orig- 
inal cost.

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Hopes for Co-operation ne He Had Urged 
Creation of Such a Post Two Years Ago, 
Before Situation Became Complicated. 


As the newly appointed national 
Food Administrator, quiet-spoken 
Chester C. Davis is _ peering 
through his rimless glasses realis- 
tically at the rocky road ahead. 
“It’s going to be a very tough 
job,” he said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter yesterday, “and it’s going 
to take a lot of friendly co-opera- 
tion all around.” . 

Tackling intricate Government 
problems will not be new to him. 
He served as director of the Ag- 
ricultural Adjustment Administra- 
tion from late 1933 to 1936, during 
one of the country’s most perilous 
domestic crises, and altogether has 
spent eight of his 55 years in 
Washington, 

He has been granted a leave of 
absence by the St. Louis Federal 
Reserve Bank, where he has been 
president since March 1, 1941, and 
plans to be in the capital by Mon- 
day to take over his big new job. 

Ironic Twist to Appointment. 

Dispatches from Washington in- 
dicate an ironic twist in President 
Roosevelt’s appointment of Davis. 
Two years ago, informed sources 
said, Davis urged the creation of 
such a food administration post to 
tackle the problems of food produc- 
tion and distribution before the 
draft of man power and before 
soaring farm prices and other fac- 
tors confused the situation. Now, 
with confusion rampant, Davis is 
drafted for the job. 

Since taking over his duties at 
the bank, Davis has had a num- 
ber of feelers from Washington on 
Government posts but resisted 
them all. Latest bid was for the 


job of Director of Civilian Supply, 
which he rejected about 10 days 
ago. 

Problems facing him in his new 
role,. Davis said, are: First, to ob- 
tain the maximum production of 
food; second, to seek as nearly as 
possible an equitable distribution 
of the food and, third, to cope 
with the man power problem in 
connection with food production. 


“It’s going to require close and 

friendly co-operation of all offi- 
cials concerned to deal successful- 
ly with the situation,” said Davis 
at his office. “My sincere hope 
is that I will have unity of sup- 
port all around.” 
He-declined to discuss any con- 
templated plans, insisting that it 
would be foolhardy to do so until 
he gets his feet on the ground in 
Washington and has had time to 
familiarize himself with his prob- 
lems. 

Davis’ first intimation of the 
new job came only a week ago, but 
he declined to give detajis. It is 
known, however, that he sent a let- 
ter to Was::'ngton out' ' ,¢ the 
condittongs under which he would 
accept the appointment, and that 
these were quickly accepted. 

He and his wife have been living 
here at 4954 Lindell boulevard. 
They have two: sons, Chester S. 
Davis, an agent of the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation, and Norman 
Hall Davis, an aviation cadet. 

“T leave St. Louis with the great- 
est regret,” said Davis, “and hope 
the leave is ox)v temporary.”

MILLER SAYS OPA

7 Congressman Addresses 


Dealers — Group De- 
mands That’ Packers 
Quit Retail Field. 


The meat shortage can be laid to 
“political pinheads who refuse to 


act because they may lose their 
political jobs and have to go into 
the Army,” Congressman Louis E. 
Miller of the Eleventh Missouri 
District said in an address before 
the St. Louis Retail Meat Dealers’ 
Association at the Liederkranz 
Club last night. 

“The simplest and sanest solu- 
tion,” Miller continued, “is to trans- 
fer completely the control and reg- 
ulation of the meat industry from 
the Office of Price Administration 
to the Department of Agriculture.” 

The 125 members of the associa- 
tion who attended adopted a reso- 
lution demanding that such action 
be taken. Then they adopted an- 
other resolution directing their of- 
ficers to send telegrams to all St. 
Louis packers demanding that any 
packer who operates a retail meat 
store should discontinue doing so 
at once, 

An outline of what he charged 
was “the biggest black market in 
town” was given by Bernard C, 
Lessing, 3151 Cherokee ;street. “All 
packers sell meat to their employ- 
es,” Lessing asserted. “The em- 
ployes sel] to their friends, who 
hoard the meat wherever they can 
find an icebox. I would like to 
take some of you to a saloon and 
show you an icebox that has more 
hoarded meat in it than any of you 
have in your stores.” 

Pat Kenny, proprietor of the 
Hollywood Food Mart, 5907 Lillian 
avenue, urged all members to fol- 
low his action in asking customers 
to write to OPA and protest the 
present handling of the meat situ- 
ation. 

“You better send the letters to 
Washington,” Kenny urged. “When 
I go to the St. Louis OPA office 
they always tell me ‘You must re- 
member there’s a war going on.’” 
Action Sought on Retail Packers. 

J. D. Lukenbill, association sec- 
retary, said that the executive 
committee of the St. Louis Metro- 
politan Meat Dealers’ Association 
had greed to meet with the exec- 
utive committee of the retail deal- 
ers in an effort to decide on some 
action to be taken against pack- 
ers who operate retail stores.

TULSA, Ok., March 26 (AP).— 
A charge of murder was filed to- 
day against Mrs. Ella B. Howard, 
44-year-old Fort Worth (Tex.) di- 
vorcee, in the fatal shooting of 
Mrs. T. Karl Simmons, 5g, widely- 
known horsewoman, during a 
struggle in Mrs. Howard's room 
in a hotel last night. 

The charge was filed by Assist- 
ant County Attorney M. S. Simms, 
who said he was satisfied—“in my 
own mind”’—that the death weap- 
on, a small caliber pistol, was 
owned by Mrs. Simmons. 

Last night, shortly after the 
shooting, Simms said Mrs. Howard 
told him: 

“IT had checked into the Mayo 
Hotel Wednesday night. I was in 
Tulsa on business. I heard a rap 
on the door and when I asked who 
was there, a woman answered, 
‘Telegram.’ I opened the door and 
Mrs. Simmons was standing there 
with a gun in her hand. She said, 
‘I am going to kill you!’ I made 
a grab for the gun and it went 
off twice. Then we struggled over 
the gun and the next thing I knew 
she fell to the floor and I could 


see she was shot.” 
Mrs. Simmons died almost in- 
stantly. There were three bullet 


holes, one through her heart, an- 
other through her. shoulder and 
one in her hand. Near where her 
bady lay in a corner were two 
more bullet holes TR. the wall. 

Mrs. Simmons’ ‘husband, a 
wealthy independent oil operator, 
arrived a short time after the 
shooting. 

Deputy Sheriff Burnis Brown 
said he found Mrs. Howard in an-

Suggests Police Board! 


Conduct Own Inquiry 
Among Officers. 


The responsibility of determining 
what happened to Edward Me- 
lendes, who died of alleged beat- 
ings in a cell at Police Headquar- 
ters last July 27, was placed on 
the Board of Police Commissioners 
today by the St. Louis Civil Liber- 
ties Committee, which suggested 
lie-detector tests be given to police 
and others connected with the case. 

A letter sent to the board by 
Victor B, Harris, attorney for the 
Civil Libertes Committee, request- 
ing an investigation to determine 
the responsibility for the death of 
Melendes, stated that new develop- 
ments in the case “seem to muddy 
the situation rather than clarify 
it.” Harris said the letter referred 
to the indictment last week of 
Andrew Brinkley on a charge of 
murdering Melendes by kicking 
him out of a bunk in their cell 
and also the grand jury investiga- 
tion of the activities of Circuit 
Judge Harry F. Russell, who was 
in charge of the grand jury inves- 
tigating Melendes’ death. 

“From the report of physicians 
who performed the second autopsy 
on Melendes,” the letter states, “it 
would seem clear that he could not 
have been beaten by one person, 
nor could he have received the 
injuries which caused his death 
from being pushed out of a bunk 
in a police station cell.”

DISABLED VETERAN 
LEAVES ESTATE TO 


DOMESTICS ‘DOING 
THEIR PART’ IN WAR 


U. S. GOVERNMENT EFFORT, THEY DECIDE 


A. Spanish-American War vet- 
eran, grateful for a pension paid 
to him for many years by the 


United States Government, left 
the bulk of his estate, estimated at 
about $6000, to the United States 
Treasury Department, “in part re- 
payment,’ United States District 
Attorney Harry C. Blanton an- 
nounced today. 

The bequest was made by Otto 
F. Mehl, 3634 Russell boulevard, 
who died March 13 at Veterans’ 
Hospital. He was 75 years old, In

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BRITISH IN REVERSE 
LEND-LEASE GIVE 
U.S. HOSPITAL TRAIN 


LONDON, March 26 (AP).—The 
first hospital train built in Britain 
for the United States Army Med- 
ical Department was formally pre- 
sented to Brig. Gen. Paul R. Haw- 
ley yesterday. The train of six 
ward cars and a car for sitting- 
up patients can carry nearly 300 
wounded. 

It also includes a pharmacy and 
operating theater, two kit« 1 cars 
and other cars for stores, offices, 
medical officers, nurses and uttend- 
ants. 

Gen, Hawley said this “is an ex- 
ample of the close co-operation we 
have received throughout. I wish 
the people in the United States 


could see for themselves this ex- 
ample of reverse lend-lease.” 

Three American nurses and a 
U. S. Army electrician have been 
assigned to the train thus far. 
Eventually the staff will include 
three medical officers, and 48 en- 
listed men who will serve as cooks, 
orderlies an dmaintenance workers. 

The train is built to run on any 
gauge railroad—in Great Britain, 
North Africa, or on the continent. 
Although the cars were produced 
in Britain, the train is powered by 
an American locomotive, built in 
Schenectady, N. Y.

Corporation, showing its financial 
statement for 1942, Lewis called 
attention to items set aside for 
repairs and contingencies, and de- 
clared: they meant that the cor- 
poration was “rebuilding its plant” 
at the expense of the taxpayers. 

All the great corporations, he 
said, were escaping their just 
share of taxes by allocating huge 
sums to reserves. 

His statements along this line 
were disputed by Senator Brew- 
ster (Rep.), Maine, who cited the 
recapture of war profits by the 
Government through the renegotia- 
tion of contracts. Brewster asked 
whether Lewis would deny a cor- 
poration right to provide against 
depreciation. 

“Certainly not,” replied Lewis, 
adding, however, that it was the 
workers who were suffering the 
worst depreciation through hard 
hours of labor. 

Two Policies on Inflation, 

“I want to restrain inflation,” he 
said, “but it can’t be restrained 
when the Government has one 
policy which permits excessive re- 
wards to industry for producing 
essential war materials and an- 
other which says to the 50 million 
workers of America that we can’t 
do for you what we are doing for 
industry, because that would cause 
inflation.” | 

Brewster referred again to the 
high tax rates and the contract re- 
negotiation law and said that Con- 
gress was doing its ytmost to pre- 
vent exorbitant profits. It was 
hoping, he said, that this result 
would be achieved. 

“We all hope with you,” coun- 
tered Lewis, “but hope long de- 
ferred maketh the heart sick.” 

It was pointed out to Lewis that 
more than a billion dollars had 
been saved to the Government by 
renegotiation and that only a few 
cost-plus-fixed-fee contracts were 
left, and these were subject to re- 
negotiation. 

Lewis said the fact that con- 
tracts had been rewritten was 
proof that they were wrong in the 
first place. Brewster replied that

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
AUSTRALIA, March 26 (AP).— 
Japanese bases 1700 miles apart in 
the island arc above Australia 
were blasted by Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur’s bombers yesterday, with 
Amboina, 600 miles northwest of 
Darwin, hit hard in one raid, and 
Rabaul battered Heavily for the 
second time this week. 

An Allied communique said that 
quarter-ton bombs hit directly on 
two enemy cargo vessels, one of 
8000 tons and one of 6000 tons, in 
Amboina harbor, and that flames 
shot up from wharf areas. 

Amboina, formerly a Dutch na- 
val base, is one of the Japanese 
strongholds menacing Australia. 

For two hours before dawn yes- 
terday, the communique said, Al- 
lied heavy bombers ranged over 
Rabaul, the enemy’s northern New 
Britain Island naval and air base, 
starting fires and causing heavy 
explosions with bombs weighing 
up to a ton. 

The communique said there was 
no effort at interception by Japa- 
nese fighter planes. 

After last Tuesday’s raid on Ra- 
baul, in which 54 tons of bombs 
were dropped on three airdromes 
where more than 250 planes were 
parked, Allied headquarters ex- 
pressed belief a substantial propor- 
tion of the enemy’s aircraft had 
been destroyed or disabled. 

Six hours after yesterday's at- 
tack, “one of our reconnaissance 
planes over the area observed 
smoke and flames from waterfront 


fires rising to 3000 feet,” today’s 


communique said. 

Other Allied bombers hit a 
wharf and warehouses at Gasmata, 
New Britain, and one plane made 
geven runs over the Ubili area in 
a three-hour night attack, it was 
announced. 

The airdrome at Lae, New 
Guinea, was raided twice, and low- 
altitude attacks were made on 
buildings at Salamaua.

Opponents Fail to Broad- 
en Definition of Certi- 
fying Physicians to In- 
clude Osteopaths. _

JEFFERSON CITY, March 26.— 
Debate in the Senate preceding the 


passage of the marriage health bill 
yesterday brought out in the open a 
fight between osteopaths and doc- 
tors of medicine which has been 
waged for several weeks back ‘of 
the legislative stage. 

Opponents of the bill, which re- 
quires a negative blood test for 
syphilis as a prerequisite for the 
issuance of a marriage license, 
joined with the Senators support- 
ing the osteopaths, who did not 
oppose the bill but sought to make 
it an avenue of advantage in the 
debate, which continued through- 
out a long afternoon session of 
the Senate. 

As passed by the House the bill 
was indefinite as to who was au- 
thorized to take sample of blood 
for laboratory tests, but provided 
that in case of a positive test a 
written report from a physician 
that the applicant was not suffer- 
ing from infectious or communica- 
ble syphilis would legalize the is- 
suance of a marriage license. 

The osteopaths sought to amend 
the bill to make definite that the 
term “physician” would refer to an 
osteopath as well as to a doctor 
of medicine. Senator Joseph A. 
Falzone of St. Louis County, who 
was handling the bill, took the 
position that an osteopath would 
come under the general designation 
of physician, but Senator W. W. 
Sunderwirth of Cedar County, who 
led the fight in the interests of 
the osteopaths, read an opinion 
from Attorney General McKittrick 


Sunderwirth had vigorous back- 
' Ing from Democratic Floor Leader 
William M. Quinn of Lewis County 
and Senators E. R. Caldwell of 
Ralls County and Emery W. Allison 
of Phelps County, but when the 
vote was taken the opponents of 
the bill and the osteopaths together 
failed to muster material strength, 
the amendment being defeated, 22 
to 7. 

The opponents to any legislation 
of the kind then began an effort 
to amend the bill on its merits for 
the purpose of sending it back to 
the House in the hope that on re- 
consideration there it could be de- 
feated or amended in such man- 
ner that it would be unworkable. 
However, each amendment was de- 
feated, until at the end Senator 
Phil M. Donnelly of Lebanon dis- 
covered a defect in the title re- 
quiring amendment. . 

Donnelly’s amendment was 
adopted and the bill will be re- 
turned to the House, but it will 
not be open. there to further 
amendment. The House ean con- 
sider only the Donnelly amend- 
ment. 

Provisions of Bill. 

Under the bill no marriage li- 
eense can be issued after Jan. 1, 
1944, unless both applicants sub- 
mit reports of negative laboratory 
tests for syphilis, or, in case of a 
positive test, a report from a phy- 
sician that the disease is not in a 
communicable stage. All regula- 
tions governing enforcement of the 
act will be made by the State 
Board of Health, and laboratories 
approved by the board. 

The passage of this bill, taken 
with the three-day marriage bill 
passed Tuesday, marks the end of 
an effort through many years to 
obtain this type of social legislation 
in Missouri. 

Three-Day Marriage Bill 

The date the three-day marriage 
bill will become effective is uncer- 
tain. As the law now stands; it 
will go into effect 90 days after 
adjournment of the Legislature, 
which would make the probable 
effective date next August or Sep- 
tember. However, a statewide vote 
will be taken April 6 on an amend- 
ment to the Constitution 
laws effective 90 days after being 
signed by the Governor. If that 
amendment should be adopted, the 
effective date of all laws enacted 
by this Legislature would be much 
earlier. 

Under the two acts applicants 
for marriage licenses will be re- 
quired to wait three days after 
making application before the li- 
censes will be issued. Also, before 
a license is issued they must file 
the blood report, made within 15 
days of the issuance of the li- 
cense. 

Principal opposition to the three- 
day bill and some of the opposition 
to the marriage health bill came 
from a few ministers and justices 
of the peace, mainly in border 
counties, who had been receiving 
large incomes from performing 
marriage ceremonies for persons 
from Illinois and Iowa, where sim- 
ilar laws are in effect. The bills 
are expected to prevent “gin wed- 
dings.”

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LIFTING OF IMMIGRATION BAR 
ON ORIENTALS IS PROPOSED 
TO SPIKE JAP PROPAGANDA 


President Roosevelt Emphasizes Any Change 


in U. S. Exclusion Acts Is Up to Congress 


—Indicates Efforts to Find Basis for Ex- 
ecutive Action Were Unsuccessful.

WASHINGTON, March 26. 
ITH the backing of various influential groups, a campaign is 
W shortly to begin to bring about repeal of the various immigration 
acts which forbid entry into the United States to all Orientals. 

The sponsors of this move are working on the draft of a bill which 
would admit into the country and grant eventual citizenship to 
Orientals from countries now allied with the United Nations. Our 
Oriental exclusion laws have long been a source of great sensitivity in 
the Far East, and Japanese propaganda throughout the Orient during 
the war has made the most of the situation. 

The act_that is contemplated would remove this stigma aimed at 
race and color, but would not admit Japanese to citizenship. It would 
serve the immediate purpose of spiking an important phase of enemy 
propaganda broadcast to Orientals with whom we must co-operate to 
achieve eventual victory in the Pacific. 

President Unwilling to Commit Himself. 

At his press conference today, President Roosevelt was asked by 
the Post-Dispatch if he cared to comment, The President replied that 
the question had been taken up by various members of Congress, the 
State Department and the Attorney General, but it was found that a 
change was a matter for Congressional action. 

The Post-Dispatch reporter pointed out, however, that he had 
heard that Congress would not act unless the proposed repeal had 
support from the administration, in fact, from the Executive Depart- 
ment. As it was obvious that the President did not want to commit 
himself, the questioning was dropped. . 

His disclosure, however, that the question had been taken up with 
the State Department and the Attorney General, and his emphasis that 
any change was purely a Congressional matter, indicated that efforts 
had been made unsuccessfully to determine whether the change would 
be effected by executive action. 

The President’s manner in no way implied that he was against 
repeal; indeed, his remarks about the State Department and the 
Attorney General left the impression that he might favor the proposal 
at a more propitious time. 

If the exclusion clauses are repealed, Orientals of co-belligerent or 
allied nations would, of course, be admitted on a quota basis, just as 
are the nationals of European countries. The 1924 law fixes the annual 
quota at 2 per cent of the population of the nation residing in the 
United States in 1890 and excludes Orientals entirely. With repeal of 
the exclusion clause, 105 Chinese could be admitted each year under 
the quota, 

The law also provides that where the 2 per cent is less than 100, the 
quota shall be 100. This would mean that 100 could come in from 
India, 100 from the Philippines and three or four other autonomous 
or semi-autonomous areas in the Pacific. The total number of 
Orientals admitted would be negligible, smaller, in fact, by far than the 
number smuggled in before the war 

A bill has been introduced by Representative Martin J. Kennedy to 
permit Chinese to enter. Under a series of American immigration laws 
going back to 1882, Chinese are specifically excluded. No other Oriental 
people is singled out for what the Chinese regard as such a direct insult. 

In introducing his bill, Representative Kennedy addressed a letter 
of warm greeting to Mme. Chiang Kai-shek, then in Washington, 
informing her of his intention to put Chinese on an equal footing with 
other immigrants. It is known that Mme. Chiang discussed the 
exclusion situation with President Roosevelt and other officials here, 
but neither she nor the Chinese Ambassador intend to make any move 
publicly in this connection. They feel that it should be handled 
entirely by Americans. They have said frankly, however, that it would 
make an important difference throughout the Orient in the feeling 
toward the white man. 

New Bill Expands Immigration Proposal. 

Representative Walter Judd of Minnesota, who owed his election 
last fall almost entirely to a campaign for greater aid to China, is 
preparing a bill for introduction shortly. Judd, who lived for 10 years 
in the Orient as a medical missionary, believes that lifting of the 
exclusion should not be limited to Chinese, but should include all 
Orientals with the exception of those who are engaged in war against us. 

“If we make it merely for the Chinese they will see that this is an 
effort to bribe them at this time,” Judd said. “They will not be taken 
in by it. The important thing is to remove the bar against people of a 
certain race and with skins of a certain pigmentation. That will really 
impress the peoples of the Orient.” 

The Chinese exclusion acts owe their origin to the mass importation 
of Chinese coolies for work on Western railroads. This resulted in a 
violent protest from workers, who found their wages undercut by coolie 
pay of a bow! of rice a day. 

Labor’s stand has now been reversed. CIO unions have advocated 
lifting the bar and Philip Murray, CIO chief, has given assurance that 
he will speak against exclusion at the proper time. There is hope that 
the AFL will take a similar stand. 

West Coast unions of both CIO and AFL contain thousands of 
Oriental members, who have been accepted on an equal basis, and there 
is a broad move for racial equality in labor organizations generally. 
Last June the United Auto Workers adopted a resolution calling for an 
end of the exclusion acts and pointing to the propaganda use that the 
Japanese made of it. 

Over the radio and in literature, Japanese propagandists tell the 
peoples of the Orient that it is proof of our feeling of superiority and 
our desire for racial domination. They link it with what they say is 
a policy of “white imperialism” to bring all the East under Anglo-Saxon 
domination. This was particularly effective in Burma, where uprisings 
of the natives made the problem of defense doubly difficult and 
contributed largely to the swift Japanese victory. 


Sponsors Hope for White House Support. 

More than any other single individual, Pearl Buck, the author, has 
contributed to the campaign to grant Oriental peoples equal status. 
She repeatedly has discussed the problem with high officials and 
tirelessly has urged that steps be taken to correct what she knows to 
be a deep grievance. 

Strong arguments have also come from President Manuel Quezon 
of the Philippines, who has pointed to the inconsistency of asking 
Orientals to fight with us in a war for liberation when we exclude 
them on the basis of race. 

Since the date of the Philippine Independence Act in 1934, Filipinos 
have been admitted as nationals for permanent residence but they 
have not been eligible for United States citizenship. The number 
admitted was fixed at 50. While they are not specifically excluded 
under the Oriental exclusion clauses, the effect is virtually the same. 

Those long familiar with immigration controversies before Congress 
are not too hopeful that legislation will be finally adopted to alter the 
exclusion. Public ignorance and indifference would have to be over- 
come, it is pointed out. Without direct aid from the administration— 
probably White House sponsorship—any move would be likely to be lost 
in the shuffle,

Indeed, he would be a bold 
prophet who suggested that a full- 
dress Burmese invasion could be 
attempted before Adolf Hitler him- 
self had been smashed—or at least 
rendered pretty well impotent. 


It seemed clear to me that this 
was the case as long ago as Jan- 
uary, when I was in India and 
China. However, the Chinese at 
that time still thought an offen- 
sive was in the making. They were 
anxious to co-operate all possible 
by attacking from the north, but 
the cold fact is that China won't 
be in position to wage extensive 
warfare anywhere until the Allies 
are able to deliver supplies of ev- 
ery sort. All it can do is try to 
hold its lines until aid comes. 


The attacks and counterattacks 
which have been going on near 
the Burmese border between the 
Allies and the Japanese have been 
in recognition of the Chinese need 
of supplies and the certainty that 
sooner or later the United Na- 
tions will strike through Burma 
to provide them. 


The British on their part have 
been trying to improve their po- 
sition in the Chittagong sector, on 
the northwest coast of Burma, by 
knocking out the big Japanese 
base at Akyab. This base gives 
the Japanese a strong position for 
both offense and defense, especial- 
ly since it affords air fields and 
will be a thorn in the side of any 
invasion. 


There also have been British- 
American operations on the north- 
west border of Burma with the 
idea of pushing the Japanese air 
bases farther back from the haz- 
ardous American air route over 
which some supplies are flown 
from India to China. This repre- 
sents one of the most difficult and 
daring transport tasks being per- 
formed today, 

Not only does this air-line tra- 
verse a vast field of towering moun- 
tains, where a mishap would mean 
almost certain death, but enemy 
planes haunt the route and take 
pot shots at the transports. Even 
without the Japanese on the job, 
that trip over the awe-inspiring 
peaks is something one doesn't for- 
get—at least I don’t. 

The Japanese in their military 
operations also recognize that a 
grand Allied assault will be made 
in due course. They have been 
persistently trying to strengthen 
their positions and undoubtedly 
have done so, for time is running 
in their favor. The longer they 
are in possession of Burma, the 
stronger will they be dug in when 
the United Nations attack comes. 


WAR PRISONERS IN JAPAN 
GET HOME GIFTS, SPEAKER SAYS 


Japan has shown increased wil- 
lingness in the last two months 
to co-operate under the Geneva 
agreement concerning war pris- 
oners, by allowing more neu- 
trals to visit prison camps, 
Tracy Strong, director of the War 
Prisoners’ Aid Committee of the 
World’s Committee of the Y. M, C. 
A., said last night at the ninety- 
ninth anniversary dinner of the 
Y. M. C. A, at Hotel Jefferson. 


His committee, he said, found in 
recent surveys that the bulk of 
goods sent from this country to 
prisoners in Europe was not going 
to the Nazi armies, as many per- 
sons believe. Almost all of it, he 
said, reached the prisoners. 


Strong said efforts of his com- 
mittee to get Russia and Germany 
to exchange lists of prisoners were 
unsuccessful. Recent requests from 
American prisoners in Germany in- 
cluded garden and flower seeds, 
paint brushes and paints, he said.

WAR which is the second in

HITLER’S APPEAL TO FEAR. 

Hitler has returned to the same old microphone, 
sounding rather weary and care-worn, and repeat- 
ing to the German people his battered old battle cry: 
“Win the war or be destroyed.” Appeals to patriotism 
have had their:day; now he is trying to wring the 
last ounce of sacrifice from the tortured, long-suf- 
fering citizens with his appeal to fear. One pas- 
sage from Sunday’s speech is a fair example: 

Their (the Western Allies’) aims coincide com- 
pletely with the demonstrations of their Bol- 
shevist allies, which we not only know but have 
actually experienced, namely: annihilation of 
all national-minded continental nations, fore- 
most among them our own German nation.... 
Destruction of the Reich, stealing of our chil- 
dren, sterilization of male youth... . butcher- 
ing whole nations of men, women and children, 
etc., etc. 

What are the actual war aims of Russia, pre- 
sented by Hitler as the No. 1 bugaboo? Instead 
of wholesale slaughter, Stalin presented these terms 
in his address of last Nov. 6: 

It is not our aim to destroy Germany, for it 
is impossible to destroy Germany, just as it is 
impossible to destroy Russia, but the Hitlerite 
state can and should be destroyed. Our first 
task is to destroy the Hitlerite state and its in- 
spirers. Our second task is to destroy Hitler's 
army and its leaders. Our third task is to de- 
stroy the hated New Order in Europe and to 
punish its builders. 

What of the British, who are said by Nazi propa- 
gandists to desire above all else the destruction of 
Germany? On Feb. 11, Winston Churchill inter- 
preted the terms decided upon at Casablanca, in 
these words: 

Our inflexible insistence upon an uncondition- 
al surrender does not mean we shall stain our 
victorious arms by any wrong and cruel treat- 
ment of whole populations. But justice must 
be done upon the wicked and the guilty, and 
within her appropriate bounds justice must be 
stern and implacable. No vestige of Nazi or 
Fascist power or of the Japanese war-plotting 
machine will be left by us when the work is 
done, as done it certainly will be. 

Is it the Americans, then, who want -to destroy 
the German people? Let any German who be- 
lieves that consider the words of President Roose- 
velt, in his address of Feb. 12: 

The only terms on which we shall deal with 
any Axis government or any Axis factions are 
the terms proclaimed at Casablanca: “Uncondi- 
tional surrender.” In our uncompromising pol- 
icy, we mean no harm to the common people 
of the Axis nations. But we do mean to impose 
punishment and retribution in full upon their 
guilty, barbaric leaders, 

So the official spokesmen of the major nations 
now fighting the Nazis are thoroughly agreed upon 
this point: that they do not desire the destruction 
of the German people, but they insist upon drastic 
punishment of their criminal leaders. Other quo- 
tations could be cited to show that these Allied 
spokesmen, and many others, have expressed appre- 
ciation of the sound, old-fashioned German vir- 
tues, which are so great a part of our own coun- 
try’s inheritance, and which can still play a con- 
structive role in the world. 

Hitler does not tell these things to the German 
people. The Allies, then, must do so, by broadcasts, 
pamphlets, underground contacts and every other 
possible means. When the wictimized people at 
last realize that Hitler is urging them to fight on, 
not to save themselves but to save his own skin 
and that of his guilty henchmen, a great psychologi- 
cal victory will have been achieved. We can gain 
allies within Germany, and prepare the way for 
our troops’ entry, if we -reiterate insistently the 
truths that Hitler dares not tell.

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IN MEMORY OF RUSSELL SAGE. 

The small-loan laws adopted in many states, au- 
thorizing tremendous rates of interest, are the direct 
result of a nation-wide campaign waged by the Rus- 
sell Sage Foundation. Since this vastly wealthy 
foundation had many fine philanthropic works to 
its credit, its prestige alone was a great factor in 
persuading Legislatures to adopt the small-loan reg- 
ulations that it sponsored. Social agencies, respon- 
sible citizens and public officials were won over by 
the case this foundation made, backed by the great 
weight of its name, and indorsed rates such am the 
36 and 30 per cent a year interest now prevailing in 
Missouri. 

This foundation is a memorial to Russell Sage, 
himself one of the biggest money-lenders in all his- 
tory. One writer, Arthur Jerome Eddy, says: “This 
was his specialty, lending money to men in need of 
it, and the greater their need, the greater his op- 
portunity.” 

The small-loan investigation now being conducted 
by a special committee of the Missouri House has 
brought out a significant aspect of the Sage Foun- 
dation activities. One of its trustees, Arthur H. 
Ham, is also trustee for 35 per cent of the stock 
of one of the major small-loan chains, a witness said 
the other day. This was admitted at the hearing by 
Rolf Nugent, director of the foundation's depart- 
ment of consumer credit studies. Ham was the first 
director of this department. 

Ig this situation not improper on its face? Surely 
the advice of the Sage Foundation cannot be viewed 
as disinterested when, at the same time it is advis- 
ing states to fix high interest rates for small-loan 
companies, one of its trustees is concerned in the 


profits of one such company. This is a fact that 
should be considered before the counsel of the foun- 
dation is accepted as the last word in small-loan 
matters. 
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FOR A BETTER FOOD PROGRAM. 

With the food situation rapidly approaching a 
serious crisis, President Roosevelt yesterday took ac- 
tion to bring it under control. He appointed 
Chester C. Davis, president of the St. Louis Federal 
Reserve Bank and a man well versed in agricultural 
economics, to head a new Administration of Food 
Production and Distribution in the Department of 
Agriculture. 

However, the President’s announcement of the 
status of this new agency was not clear enough to 
evoke unqualified acceptance. There must be a sus- 
picion, pending clarification, that he may have, Once 
more, created a new agency without getting rid of 
the sources of the trouble it is expected to correct. 

Just a few months ago, Secretary of Agriculture 
Wickard was specifically put in charge of food pro- 
duction and distribution. He appointed several 
assistants, only to have some of the most promising 
of them walk out on him after only a few days be- 
cause they felt that his approach to the problem 
was hopeless. : 

Since the new Davis agency is being organized 
within Mr. Wickard’s department, is one to assume 
that it, too, will be hobbled by the Secretary? No 
doubt the department, with all its experts and ex- 
perience, is the logical one to direct our food front, 


but in view of the Secretary's record to date, most | 


informed observers must hope that Mr. Davis will 
be able to proceed with a considerable degree of 
independence, 

For instance, he ought to be able to repudiate 
the Secretary’s apparent surrender to the farm bloc 
which is now pushing the Pace and the Bankhead 
bills through the Senate. Prentiss M. Brown, chief 
of the OPA, warns that these measures, if enacted, 
will bring about a further inflation of food prices. 
It will be tragic if his efforts to maintain ceilings 
meet with even silent opposition from another Fed- 
eral agency. So, it is to be hoped that Mr. Davis 
will be free to use his good sense.

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A MARRIAGE HEALTH LAW AT LAST. 

The Missouri Senate late yesterday performed a 
great service for protection of the people when it 
passed the marriage health bill, thus completing 
legislative action on a measure that has been urged 
for years and that at last puts this State in step 
with its neighbors. 

Even at the eleventh hour, there was danger that 
the bill, sponsored by Representative Mittendorf and 
Senator Falzqne of St. Louis County, would again 
be lost, It became involved in the controversy be- 
tween medical doctors and osteopaths which has 
been an issue at the present session, and only the 
masterly work of Mr. Falzone in steering the bill 
saved it from destructive amendment, or actual de- 
feat. 

With the three-day marriage bill that was re- 
cently passed, the blood-test requirement equips 
Missouri with powerful weapons in the war against 
venereal disease. The many officials, organizations 
and individuals who have participated in. the long 
and now victorious fight deserve a vote of thanks 
from the people of the State. 
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A CHALLENGING MINORITY REPORT. 

Although the bill to modernize Missouri's archaic 
criminal code was killed by the majority of the 
House Civil and Criminal Procedure Committee, the 
four members in the minority have issued a vigorous 
dissenting report. It is so forceful, so well reasoned 
and above all so accurate that ‘it certainly should 
rouse the House to override the committee major- 
ity and give the State this long-needed reform. 

A great deal of credit is due the four Represen- 
tatives who did the unprecedented thing of protest- 
ing publicly against the knifing that such bills have 
received for years in the secrecy of legislative com- 
mittees. The men who spoke out are: Aubrey B. 
Hamilton, Milton F. Napier and William R. Nelson 
of St. Louis, and Theodore W. Hukriede of Warren 
County. 

Missouri's present criminal procedure “has often 


defeated the ends of justice and tended to bring the 


administration of justice into public disrepute,” the 
minority report says. It unfairly subordinates the 


| protection of the community to the interest of in- 


dividual defendants, “all to the advantage of the 
professional criminal and organized crime.” So, the 
four Representatives say, the bill empowering the 
Supreme Court to revise and modernize the crim- 
inal code should be passed in order “to re-establish 
public confidence in the administration of justice in 
our criminal courts.” .

3. The advisability of declaring now 
for a world federation as the “explosive 
idea” that would defeat Hitler. 


Security Uppermost Desire. 


On the necessity of justice, as the basis 
of freedom, Dr. Barr does not elaborate. 
But he recognizes the matter’s import- 
ance. His article is a good introduction. 


It was well to have the president of 
the Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States speak for his class of American 
citizens. That class has power; for it has 
money, it has prestige, it has position of 
advantage in molding public opinion, it 
has intelligence of a kind. It is well to 
know what this class is fighting for, 


Distinctly and emphatically, according 
to Mr. Johnston, it is fighting for the 
economic status quo—depressions, waste 
of natural resources, labor troubles, ex- 
ploitation of workers, big private fortunes, 
widespread poverty—with the Chamber of 
Commerce dictating the laws.

Exponent of Free Discussion. 


Mrs. Gellhorn in the fourth article of 
the series dwelis especially upon the 
necessity of more thought and earnest- 
ness about the peace among the common 
people. Agreeing with Vice-President 
Wallace, whom e¢he approvingly quotes, 
that it is the common man’s war for a 
common man’s peace, she deplores our 
general apathy and urges every citizen to 
assume personal responsibility. 

But perhaps Mrs. Gellhorn’s best con- 
tribution to our thought is her concep- 
tion of peace as a positive thing and 
not the mere absence of war: “that peace 
has to do with politics, with economics, 
with general welfare.” 


This is not merely a war; it is a revo- 
lution, asserts Bishop Scarlett, and his 
discussion is based on this thesis. What 
difference does it make whether this is 
just another war or a revolution? The 
Bishop's article makes the _ difference 
clear and immensely significant. 


High Level of Thought. 


Here is an intimation of that in mense 
significance: “If, however, we are to have 
any chance of winning the peace, we must 
take account of the nature of the struggle 
in’ which we are involved. There is a 
thesis which seems to me to be sound: 
this is not war alone; it is also revolu- 
tion. The First World War was the initial 
phase of it, and the Russian Revolution 
a continuation of it, and the gathering 
discontent of peoples during the interven- 
ing years another manifestation of it.” 


This long-continued revolution is rooted 
far back and deep in social inequalities 
and injustices, which, to avoid future 
wars, must be remedied. This is what 
we are fighting for. The revolution is 
confined to no one country or people. It 
is world-wide. 


From this sound thesis, Bishop Scarlett 
proceeds to speak definitely and strongly 
on the evils that must be cured: dis- 
regard of the rights of weak or backward 
nations, racial prejudice, the maldistribu- 
tion of wealth, unemployment—“the final 
curse of our social system.” 


His utterances throughout are earnest, 
clear and statesmaniike. Naturally they 
rest upon an ethica) and religious basis. 


Thus far this admirable series of articles 
has maintained a high level of thought 
and in every instance they have been 
provocative and significant.

“Trouble-Shooter: The Story of a Northweeds Prese- 
euter,”’ by Robert Traver. (Viking Press, New York.) 
PROSECUTING ATTORNEY meets so 
many interesting people. The man who 
wrote this book was a prosecutor for 10 
years in a logging and mining section on 
the Upper Peninsula of Michigan and dur- 
ing that time he met his share of them.

Per- 
haps it is a notion he picked up from the 
people he met in his office. He calls him 
self Robert Traver.

NEW YORK, March 26 (AP).— 
Wendell L. Willkie said here last 
night he is dedicating his life “to 
arousing the American people s0 
that the Senate cannot prevent the 
United States from taking its 
place in world leadership.” 

The 1940 Republican presidential 
nominee, addressing a Greek inde- 
pendence day dinner of the Amer- 
ican Friends of Greece, said that 
“failure of the United States Sen- 
ate to set up a peace recovery pro- 
gram 23 years ago is the cause 
of today’s chaos.” 

After the present war, he said, 
the Senate and the American 
people must initiate a postwar re- 
covery program. 

“Every place you go in all the 
world,” Willkie stated, “millions 
are looking to America. They 
hope and pray that America will 
lead them to freedom. What is 
going to be the American people’s 
answer? I have no sympathy for 
persons who say domestic issues 
come first and that we must 
have no foreign entanglements. 

“America must see the light this 
time, and lead the world to it.” 


10,600,000 MARRIED WOMEN 
POTENTIAL WAR WORKERS 


WASHINGTON, March 26 (AP). 
—The Census Bureau estimated 
today that there are 10,600,000 mar- 
ried women in more than 100 in- 
dustrial centers in the country who 
are “potentially available, for war 
work.” The estimate was based on 
1940 census figures, but the bureau 
said that “most of these women 
are undoubtedly still outside the 
labor force.” 

The bureau made public its study 
of available female labor reserves 
in connection with the developing 
man-power shortage in war areas. 

Since married women without 
children can be e:nployed much 
more easily than those who have 
young children to care for, the 
bureau said the number of women 
in the latter group who will be 
free to work “is severely limited 
unless day nurseries or other fa- 
cilities for the care of their chil- 
dren are provided.” 

There were 6,500,000 married 
women without children under 10 
years old in the metropolitan dis- 
tricts covered by the bureau, and 
4,100,000 with one or more such 
children,

Meat Loaf and Hamburger Predominant, With 
Some Able to Buy Only Cold Cuts—Many 


Pool Their Dishes. 


The Fellowship Supper of the 
Webster Groves Christian Church 
last night was conducted on a 
“bring-your-own-meat-and - butter” 
basis. 


For the first time in the seven 
years that the monthly supper has 
been held, the church was unable 
to furnish butter and meat, be- 
cause of the wartime shortage, and 
the 153 persons who attended car- 
ried casseroles, trays and paper 
bags containing their main course, 
which had been prepared at home. 

The church committee, under 
the direction of the Rev. Raymond 
McCallister, pastor, had informed 
members two weeks ago that they 
would have to bring their own 
meat to the supper last night. 
Vegetables, bread and dessert were 
supplied. by the church. 

When containers were opened, 
the predominant meat dish was 


meat loaf. There was some ham- 
burger on the tables in the center 
of family groups, and several had 
cold cuts, explaining to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that they 
were unable to obtain anything 
else. There was no ham and no 
beef at the supper. Nor did any 
of the diners bring shark or horse 
meat. 


One woman, who brought a 
whole pound of butter in quarter- 
pound pieces, created considerable 
comment, for the majority brought 
only a quarter of a pound. 

The Rev. Mr. McCallister point- 
ed out that several of the families 
had been unable to obtain any meat 
at all and were forced to join 
others who pooled their supplies. 
Before meat and butter shortages 
became so acute, he explained, 
church suppers always featured 
either baked ham, or a standing 
rib roast of beef.

Also, it says the basis for selec- 
tion, retention and promotion of 
employes should consider ability 
first and length of service second, 
adding that employes should have 
the right to represent themselves 
directly with employers or have an 
equal right to join a labor organ- 
ization. 

Contending that the basic pur- 
pose of legislation designed to 
control wages and hours should 
.be social rather than economic, 
the report says that monopolistic 
practices in labor are as harmful 
as in manufacture or distribution 
and that labor unions should be 
held to a responsibility equal to 
that of business. 

On foreign relations, the asso- 
ciation suggests that “some frame- 
work should be established through 
which the political and economic 
relationships between nations of 
the world can be developed and 
maintained on an orderly basis.”

Robert E. Kline, committee 
counsel, was inquiring into one 
contract with Fleetwood Crafts- 
men, Inc., for Navy mattresses, 
which brought the Bakers $191,000 
in gross fees during 1942. ‘(Yes- 
terday’s testimony by Kline said 
gross fees received by the Bakers 
in 1942 were $266,276.) 

Sought Straight Salary Basis. 

Mrs. Baker told the committee 
that Kline in his prior position as 
a special assistant to the Under 
Secretary of the Navy had attempt- 
ed to force her husband to go on 
a straight salary arrangement with 
Fleetwood. 


“You threatened my husband that 
Fleetwood would be taken over by 
the Navy unless he did it, and that 
the Navy had the power to do it. 
In fact, you made my husband and 
me wonder if we were living in 
the United States of America if 
such threats could be made.” 

Kline denied he had “threatened” 
Baker but said he had “suggested” 
that the commission agent go on a 
salary basis, 

“Do you think you did enough 
work to justify payment to you in 
one year of $191,000 by one com- 
pany?” inquired Kline.

“Yes sir,” Baker replied, adding 
that part of his job was obtaining 
ceilings and priorities on hair which 
goes into the mattresses-made by 
Fleetwood for the Navy.

H aince the first heavyweight 

ring championship of the 
world to be fought with gloves 
was decided. It saw the 
overthrow of a 1 to 4 favorite, 
John L. Sullivan, by the scoffed- 
at “dancing master,” James J. 
Corbett. 

Since that time we have seen 
16 champions (counting in the 
dethroned Sullivan of 1892) rise 
in turn to earn a place in the 
pugilistic Hall of Fame... . 
Their relative power and abil- 
ity have caused a continuing 
debate among those more or 
less qualified to discuss the 
subject. 

Recently Associated Press 
sports authorities published two 
series of articles, one by Jimmy 
Johnston, manager of Bob Pas- 
tor, Abe Simon and other heavy- 
weight hopes in his time, the 
other by “Dumb” Dan Morgan, 
who also handled championship 
ring material in his day. 

Each attempted to classify the 
glove champions of the past and 
some surprising differences of 
Opinion resulted. 

It is to be noted that the rank- 
ing of neither authority men- 
tions Marvin Hart, to whom Jef- 
fries turned over the champion- 
ship in 1905, following Hart’s 
knockout of Jack Root. Jeffries 
refereed that fight and received 
$1000 for passing along his 
crown. Here's the way Johnston 
and Morgan ranked the cham- 
pions:

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Steak? 


You'll Take Shark 
Or Hoss and Like It 


By Jean Lightfoot 


NE of man’s best friends and one of his 
worst have gone the way of all flesh—into 
the pot. Down at Missouri Athletic Club the 
other evening you could have tucked a bib under 
your whiskers and 
stored away 12 to 14 
ounces of short loin 
of horse, broiled in 
butter, sprinkled 
with condiments, 
‘and served up with 
chopped parsley for 
a funeral wreath. 
Or if, remembering 
the Old Gray Mare, 
you balk at filet of 
filly, you can snap 
at tasty Shark Steak 
au Creole at Hotel 
Chase and not mind 
at all that sirloin’s 
been purloined or 
spam has scrammed. 
These are items of patent disinterest to hardy 
souls who can exist indefinitely on lunch meat, 
pig tails (even though cooking takes the curl out). 
and the memory of last year’s prime rib au jus. 
But it is different with those of us ‘ho will have 
our two pounds of meat consumed by nightfall 
every Monday, and spend the rest of the week 
wishing we had hoarded our red ration coupons. 
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CHRIS RYSER, king of the kitchen at the 
Chase, sees a kind of grim justice, the cranking 
of the winch of Fate, in the human consumption 
of shark meat. “Shark eat man,” he says sim- 
ply, ignoring Dr. Beebe’s contrary assertions. 
“Now man eat shark. That’s fine.” He sharp- 
ens his point neatly by referring to our finny 
enemy, whether basking, blue, hammer-head, pro- 
beagle or dusky, in a metaphorically masculine 
third person. 

“A 40-pound shark comes in this morning,” he 
tells you, rushing on with the description before 
you have time to ask whether this slack-chinned 
character arrived chauffeured or riding a bicycle. 
“He has his head off. I slit him along the back- 
bone with a sharp knife, cut him in two halves, 
bone out his sides, pull off his skin. He is a 
dark, slick gray, no scales.” 

“Nice complexion, huh?” 

“Smooth,” says Chris. “Then I cut him into 
steaks or filets. The steak is best.”

THE FIRST NIGHT Uncle Bim—we have the 
Gumpish character named by this time—was 
written into the Chase menu, 40 pounds of him 
sold like hot sharks. He is sweet, but of a sweet- 
ness more like halibut than Little Eva, Chris 
explains. “Put a half pound steak in a skillet 
with butter, salt, pepper, lemon juice and a little 
paprika. Bake in the oven 10,.maybe 15 min- 
utes, at 300 to 350 degree heat, and then serve 
with plain butter, tomato sauce, creole sauce or 
oyster sauce.” 

Of the cloistered oyster, Chris speaks less vin- 
dictively. To him a shark is a villain of the 
deepest sea dye, but an oyster is merely an “it.” 
His oyster sauce has a base of fish stock, not 
too thick with flour, seasoned with salt, pepper, 
lemon juice, Worcestershire and tabasco. “Re- 
duce the juice from the oysters, add both juice 
and oysters, a little cream and an egg yolk to 
improve flavor; and pour over him. Fresh 
chopped parsley should be added at the last min- 
ute. Now,” Chris concludes, “he is just fine.”

THE THOUGHT OF Percheron pot roast or a 
plater on a platter leaves Chris at the post. 

“Horse steak,” another chef says, “is about the 
size of a T-bone. Broil it six to eight minutes for 
@ 12 to 14-ounce size, seasoned with butter, salt, 
pepper and a few drops of oil. Serve with 
chopped parsley.” He also suggests that horse 
meat pickled—the sauerbraten style popular in 
Germany during another war—is a delicacy fit 
for the table of kings and touts.

The solution is not indicated until the last 15 minutes and 
should not be known in advance by anyone planning to see the 
picture. Generally, the set-up is this: A famous American, 
Robert Forrest, who “firm as a rock, stood for the decent 
things,” has been killed in an automobile accident on his own 
estate. A newspaper reporter, played by Tracy, is sent to cover 
the funeral and learns enough to suspect that Forrest's fate 
wasn't entirely accidental. 

He has difficulty getting an interview with the widow, 
piayed by Miss Hepburn, and only by being the best reporter 
among those present, succeeds in getting into the Forrest es- 
tate. Even when he does see the widow, she won't give him 
much help and he spends his time trying to learn about Robert 
Forrest, his life and death, from any clew he can dig up. 

“Keeper of the Flame” necessarily is very well acted. Tracy 
moves in his usual quiet, wise way and gives the story a 
strength it might not have had without him. Miss Hepburn’s 
opportunities are less, although she has her big scene at the 
finish of the action. Donald Ogden Stewart, who wrote the 
screen play from I. A. R. Wylie’s novel, has allotted each some 
‘gtrikingly phrased dialogue, as for example Tracy’s definition 
of democracy, “Some fellow got the idea he was just as good 
as the fellow who was bossing him,” or Miss Hepburn’s com- 
ment on respect to the dead, “All that we can hope for is that 
someone will put away our playthings tenderly.” 

Players in lesser roles also give “Keeper of the Flame” some 
high-powered acting. Among these are Audrey Christie, the 
former Municipal Opera favorite, who represents a girl re- 
porter in her usual enthusiastic way; Percy Kilbride, droll 
farmhand of “George Washington Slept Here” who repeats his 
success as a taxicab driver; Margaret Wycherly as the erazy 
old woman, and Richard Whorf, as Forrest's private secretary. 


Yellow Rose of Frisco 


Miss Alice Faye, whose presence on the screen makes pic- 
ture-going such a pleasure for so many people, has returned, 
after more than a year’s absence, and is to be seen in “HELLO, 
FRISCO, HELLA,” at the Fox Theater. The feature, a musical, 
has a long program of favorite old songs like the title piece,

But “Hello, Frisco, Hello” tells us also that the folks in 
those days had a good time. They ate a lot, drank a lot, went 
out a lot at night and took their time for everything. It even 
takes time for Mr. Payne to discover that Miss Faye is the 
one woman in the world for him, whereas any gent of our gen- 
eration can come to a final conclusion while saying, “Pleased 
to meetcha!”

Drain. Strip off the small stem 
leaves and the fibrous outer peel- 
ing of the stalks, Cut broccoli 
into one-half inch pieces, saving a 
few of the choice flowerets for 
garnish. Put both cut broccoli and 
flowerets into a saucepan, add the 
boiling 


ter, and cook 10 to 12 


minutes at a rapid rate, uncovered. 
Remove the choice flowerets aft- 
er six or seven minutes of cook- 
ing. When tender, crush rest of 
broccoli with a potato masher; it 
should be well divided, but not a 
puree. There should be two and 
one-half cups of crushed broccoli 
and cooking water. In another 
saucepan melt the butter, blend in 
the flour, and add the evaporated 
milk and the one cup water, stir- 
ring until sauce boils and thick- 
ens. Then add salt, onion, and 
broccoli. Reheat to -boiling and 
serve piping hot with crisp whole 
wheat crackers.

One and one-half bunches car- 
rots (about 12 medium-sized), one 
and one-fourth teaspoon salt, one- 
half cup sliced onions, two table- 
spoons butter or margarine, one 
teaspoon brown sugar, one table- 
spoon chopped parsley. 

Wash, scrape and slice carrots; 
barely cover with boiling water 
and add the salt. Cover and cook 
10 to 12 minutes, until carrots are 
tender but not mushy; water 
should be almost completely evap- 
orated. Meanwhile, saute onions 
in the fat for 10 minutes, until 
soft but not browned. Combine 
with the carrots, add the sugar 
and parsley, and togs lightly.

Point Bonus 


For Fulfilling 
Doubled Bid 


By Ely Culbertson 


HE new law which provides a 
50 point bonus for fulfilling a 
doubled (or redoubled) con- 
tract will have a far greater ef- 
fect on match point duplicate and 
tournament play than at rubber 
bridge. Heretofore, it was not 
always satisfactory to fullfill a 
doubled two diamond or two club 
contract, because the tota] points 
accruing to the victorious side (80 
points below the line, and 50 above 
for a  less-than-game contract) 
might not offer full indemnity for 
the three spade or three heart 
contract, worth 140 points, that 
might have been reached and ful- 
filled in the same deal. Duplicate 
players are urged to consider such 
a case as the following: ' 
South, dealer. 
Neither side vulnerable. 
Match point duplicate.

The bidding: 
South West

Under the old rules of scoring 
North would have been ill-advised 
to pass and thereby accept the two 
diamond doubled contract. As a 
matter of course, he would have 
given a preference for spades, both 
because he actually preferred the 
spade suit and because he would 
have to foresee the possibility that 
his partner might be able to make 
three-odd in spades, worth 140 
points by virtue of 90 below the 
line and 50 above, whereas the two 
diamond doubled contract, even if 
fulfilled, would return only 130 
points. Under the new law, how- 
ever, a North player in such a 
situation as this would have to 
give serious consideration to the 
advantage of playing at two dia- 
monds doubled, because he now 
can hope for 80 points below the 
line, and 100 points above the line 
by virtue of the still effective 
bonus of 50 points for a less-than- 
game contract and the new 50 
point bonus for fulfilling a doubled 
contract. 

Actually, unless the defense 
against two diamonds is unusually 
cagey, South will make eight 
tricks and contract at that de- 
nomination, and this will give him 
the best possible match point score 
on the board, since his limit at a 
spade contract is nine tricks. 

As mentioned above, the new 50 
point bonus will have no appreoi- 
able effect at rubber bridge, but 
duplicate players are advised to 
give thought to this and similar 
situations.

“Arrive Safe” Again. 


A recent statement here that 
“arrived safely” is one of our most 
frequent slips o’ the tongue seems 
to have ired a goodly number of 
readers, one of whom warns: “You 
should be more careful, or you 
might cause disastrous misuse of 
the English language.” The reader 
continues, “The sentence ‘All 
bombers arrived safely’ is correct. 
Safely is an adverb modifying the 
verb arrived.” 


The erroneous “arrived safely” 
was decried as long ago as 1881 
by the celebrated American gram- 
marian Richard Grant White 
(Everyday English), who remarked 
that “arrived safely” had been a 
common misuse for more than a 
hundred years. “And,” said he, “it 
is an error not uncommon now, 
and among those who are anxious 
about their grammar.” 


But I shall refer my readers to 
a more modern authority, Web- 
ster’s New International Diction- 
ary Second Edition, page 2196. Un- 
der “safe,” (adjective) appears this 
definition: “Freed from harm, in- 
jury, or risk; untouched or no 
longer threatened by danger or in- 
jury; unharmed; unhurt; as, to ar- 
rive safe and sound.” 
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Webster’s explains that “safe,” 
the adjective (and not the adverb, 
Please note) is used “of that which 
has escaped danger; as, they came 
safe to land.” 


‘All planes arrived (or returned) 
safely” is an erroneous phrase that 
occurs so frequently in the war 
news that many persons find 
themselves unable to believe that 
it is incorrct. But obviously if the 
Planes arrived or returned “unin- 
jured, untouched, unharmed, hav- 
ing escaped danger,” they arrived 
safe, they returned safe, they came 
safe to their bases, for the adjec- 
tive “safe” refers, not to their ar- 
rival, but to the fact that they suf- 
fered no harm from the time of 
their departure to the time of their 
return.

A nice, quiet, studious-looking 
boy, the new corporal belies the 
old legend about Army corporals. 
The fiction writers and cartoonists 
will pass him by. He doesn’t bum 
cigarettes from the boys, he doesn’t 
cuss the yardbirds; in fact, he’s one 
of the most popular boys in the 
battery. We privates in the rear 
ranks plan to work on _ him, 
though. With a little training, we 
can make him into a real shouting, 
sarcastic corporal like the ones in 
the movies. He's adaptable. Sup- 
ply Sergeant Israel says that Jo- 
seph G. was a boy soprano when 
he came here. Now he can almost 
bark his commands on the drill 
field. Heaven grant him strength 
for the ordeal ahead. 
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The term “buck private” was 
explained to us this afternoon, It 
refers to the Old Army Game, 
“passing the buck.” The sergeant 
ig first called on the carpet for 
a mistake in. his platoon. The 
sergeant seeks out the corporal 
and gives him a dressing-down. 
The corporal passes the buck by 
scalding the ears of the private. 
The private doesn’t even have a 
mule to kick, so he can’t pass the 
buck any farther. He keeps it. 
That makes him a buck private. 


The Army, I find, has many 
subtle ways to trap the unwary 
into volunteering for work. First 
there was the sergeant over at the 
Reception Center who came 
through the recreation hall one 
afternoon calling for “Private 
Smith.”

“Report to the kitchen,” the 
Corporal laughed. “The mess ser-

geant says he’s shorthanded on 
dishwashers!” 
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“One of the most solemn and re- 
sponsible trusts of a soldier,” 
Sergt. “Curly” Taylor said today, 
“is his guard duty.” Sergt. Tay- 
lor, who has been in the Army for 
19 years and probably knows more 
about guard duty than any man 
in Fort Bragg, is teaching us about 
guard duty now. The soldier is 
called to this duty about once a 
month, For a 24hour period, he 
is on two .hours, and off four 
hours, and he “walks his post in 
a military manner,” guarding the 
peace and possessions and safety 
of a part of the post. He is re- 
sponsible only to a corporal of the 
guard, a sergeant of the guard, an 
officer of the day, and his com- 
manding officer. 


The guard, or sentry, is known 
chiefly to the reading and movie- 
going public by two expressions, 
“Halt, who goes there?” and 
“Corporal of the guard! Post num- 
ber three!” The former, Sergt. 
Taylor said with his best poker- 
face, has given the Army consid- 
erable worry at times. 


According to the Sergeant, the 
guard is instructed to give the 
“halt” order three times and then 
shoot. Overenthusiastic rookies 
from the back counties, he said, 
had been known to go like this: 
“Halt halt halt! KaPow!” (You 
can believe it or leave it; I never 
question what the Sergeant says.) 


There was one rookie guard, he 
said, who halted him, questioned 
him and allowed him to pass. 
After he had gone several steps, 
the sentry again shouted, “Halt!” 
Sergt. Taylor came back and want- 


ed to know—politely, of course—., 


how come. “My orders,” said the 
guard, “say to holler ‘Halt’ three 
times and then shoot. You're just 
on your second halt now!” 

The other popular expression is 
the come-a-running call that goes 
up the line to the guardhouse 
when a guard takes a prisoner or 
“meets any case not covered by 
instruction” (General Order No. 9). 
If the guard is on the seventh 
post, he sings out, “Corporal of 
the guard! Post number seven!” 
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drawer with your recipes and pat- 
terns. . 

Goldbricking is an army term 
signifying, in a word, loafing. In 
its strictest sense, it means avoid- 
ing your fair share of the work, 
thus making the load harder 
for the other boys. When 
Junior uses the term, how- 
ever, it merely means hiding 
from the work in the first place 
or stretching an easy job out to 
make it last as long as possible. 

Batting the breeze is the mili- 
tary equivalent of “bull-shooting.” 

Police, as nearly as it can be 
explained, means “to clean up” or 
“to keep clean.”

GI is short for “Government Is- 
sue.” GI soap is the yellow laun- 
dry soap, a GI brush is a hard- 
bristle scrubbing brush, and a GI 
haircut is the regulation style 
which sacrifices two-thirds of Ju- 
nior’s wavy locks to cleanliness

The yardbird, for this misdeed or 
that shortcoming, spends most of 
his time in menial labor about the 
battery area. 

When Junior refers to a yard- 
bird, you will notice he is invari- 
ably speaking of someone else.

My son came direct to 
the wedding from an army camp 
and there had been little time for 
discussion of the wedding before 
hand. I'd like to know what I 
could possibly have done about fn- 
viting our relaatives since the oth- 
er family was giving the recep 
tion? 


Answer: While the bride's family 
always gives the wedding and is 
therefore really held responsible 
for any mistakes that occur, the 
bridegroom's family should have 
the privilege of inviting a list that 
balances the bride’s list. By this 
I mean, if only the mother and fa- 
ther, grandparents, brothers and 
sisters of the bride were invited, 
then those of the corresponding re- - 
lationship should have been incliud- 
ed from the family of the bride 
groom. 

Gut if the bride’s family sent 
out invitations to second and third 
cousins and the bridegroom did not 
ask his aunts and uncles, the real 
mistake was made by the bride's 
mother for not explaining to the 
bridegroom’s family how many 
guests they too might ask. But if 
nothing was told her, the bride- 
groom’s mother should certainly 
have made this inquiry.

powder, one-half teaspoon salt. 
Mix together breadcrumbs, but- 
ter, sugar and cinnamon, and 
brown either in oven or, with con- 
stant stirring, in saucepan. Pour 
one cup of the milk over mixture 
and soak until milk is absorbed. 
Beat egg yolks, add rest of milk, 
and stir in flour, baking powder 
and salt which have been sifted 


together. When smooth, stir in 
crumbs; then lightly fold in the 
stiffly beaten egg whites. Bake in 
greased griddle and serve imme- 
diately with butter and sugar or 
syrup. Makes 12 or:15 cakes (one- 
fourth cup batter to a cake).
